1. was the Complaint of my Lord Chief Juſtice Hale, That 
the Laws of this Kingdom are defective in the Proviſion 
for the Poor, and that (contrary to all other Nations) the more 
populous we are, ſtill we are the poorer, 

But as the Law now ſtands, which is chiefly that of 43 
Ex. cap. 2. the Faults ſeem wholly to be in the Overſeers of 
the Poor, Who have only got a Cuſtom of taxing the Pariſh, 
and neglect cheir Duty in the moſt material Things relating 
to their Poor. 

This is the firſt Statute-Law made ſor the Relief of the 
Poor; for before the Reformation, there was no Occaſion far 
any ſuch Law, becauſe ſuch was the Devotion of our Ance- 
ſtors, that there ſeemed to be a pious Contention amongſt 
them, who ſhould firſt bring their Offering to the Church. 

The Biſhop, to whom the Charge of Souls was committed, 

was (for that Reaſon) thought the fitteſt Perſon to be intruſted 
with thoſe Oblations, which were uſed to be divided into four 
Parts, and thus diſtributed, viz. To the Prieſt, to the Poor, to- 
wards the Fabrick of the Church, and to himſelf, Hoſpitalitatis 
exercende Cauſa, (by reaſon of his exereiſing Hoſpitality). 

By theſe and other ſuperabundant Offerings at Altars, Se- 
pulchres and Shrines of — the Church became ſo rich 
that ſeveral Monaſteries, Priories, rar pe Houſes and Hoſpi- 
tals, were by this Means founded and plentifully endowed, 
where the Poor were ſufficiently relieved, till thoſe Houſes 
were diſſolved; and it was above 50 Years after the Diſſolu- 
tion that this Statute was made.

S an Officer of great Antiquity and Authority amongſt us, 
| for I find him mentioned amongſt the Laws of Edward 
the Elder, and his Son Atbelſtane, which is now above 770 
Years ſince. 

And as for his Authority, he had the Cuſtody of the Coun- 
ty in thoſe Days for the Uſe of the King, where no- Comes or 
Alderman preſided, thoſe being ſynonymous Words amongſt 
the Saxons and Danes. 

This Officer is expreſſed in Latin by the Name of Vice- 
comes ; but Mr. Selen tells us, the Particle Vice doth not ſig- 
nify any Subordination to the Comes or Alderman ; But the 
Meaning of it is, that this Office was ſupplere Vicem Comitis 
(to ſupply the Place of the Earl), or Alder mani, in ſuck Coun- 
tes where an Earl or Alder man governed. 

. But tho before the Conqueſt, the Earl or Alderman was 

plac'd in moſt Counties, (for as Bracton obſerves, the King- 
, dom was compoſed of Earldoms and Baronies,) yet theie were 
Feudal or Honorary Dignities, and the County was ſtill ſub- 
ject to the immediate Juriſdiction of the King, who had She- 
riffs there for that Purpoſe. 

And theſe were Perſons skilled in the Laws of the Land, for 
they were Judges of all Matters ariſing within the County; 
and no Man applied himſelf to a Superior Court, but only in 
Caſes where Juſtice was not done in the County.

If one knowing upon what Defign Perſons meet, and hear 
them diſcourſe of Treaſon, though he ſays nothing himſelf, 
or doth any A& towards it, yet this is Treaſon ; for it 1s more 
than a Concealment; becauſe, by his Silence, he gives Con- 
ſent to what was then doing. 

But if he did not know upon what Defign they met, and he 
caſually hears their traiterous Diſcourſes, and ſays nothing, 
and never comes again 'to their Conſultations, this Conceal- 
ment is only Miſpriſion of Treaſon ; but if he comes into their 
Company again, and hears their Diſcourſes, and then conceab 
it, this is High Treaſon, fot it ſheweth his Approbation of 
their Deſign: And this was Sir Everard Digby's Caſe, who 
was preſent at the Powder-Treaſon, met with the 'Traitors 


and heard their Diſcourſes, © but neither faid or acted any 


Thing. For to make Miſpriſion of Treaſon there muſt be 
Knowledge of the Defign, (as already hath been obſerved) and 
of the Perſons, or ſome of them, — likewiſe a Concealment 
of it, for a Man cannot be aid to conceal what he. doth not 
knows and therefore, if I tell a Man, that there will be a 
Rifing at ſuch a Time, and do not mention the Perſons who 
are to be in Arms, or the Nature of the Plot, and this 1 is 
concealed by that Perſon to whom I told it, it is but Miſpri-

It 

But if a Man knows the Conſpirators, and then in geacra] 
Diſcourſe tells the People there will be a Riſing, and doth not 
diſcover the Plot, or the Traitors, this is Miſprifion of Trea- 
ſon ; for notwithſtanding ſuch Diſcourſe, he conceals 
both the Treaſon and Traitors. The ſaſeſt Way in theſe Caſes, 
would be to diſcover the Treaſon to ſome Magiſtrate ; for if 
to a Perſon who hath not Authority to take an Examination, 
it may be a Queſtian, Whether ſuch a, Diſcovery will acquit
